Made Their .Way Along Shell-Swept 


Roads in Inky Darkness, Determined 
'Only to Get Their Loads to Des- 
tination. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK- 


Washington. — Scores of soldiers, 


coming 1'or the most part as individu- 
als, are arriving in Washington day by 
day. Among them, as in other places 
in the country, are many of those un- 
sung heroes of the war—the men who 
drove the ammunition and food trucks 
to the front lines along shell-rained 
roads in the darkness of the nights. 


When a soldier returns to his home 


tow.n and people ask him what he did 
and his modest answer Is, "I drove a 
truck,'- they may be inclined to turn 
from him us one little worthy of atten- 
tion as a soldier of the line.' In truth 
many of these truck drivers were in 
the highest sense soldiers of the line. 
They ran risks as great as those of the 
men who went tip against machine-gun 
nests and, unlike the doughboys, the . 
engineers and the others, they have | 
been given little credit outside of the 
army for what they did. 


German airplane observers day after 


day marked out the roads leading to 
the American front. 
When night fell 


and the trucks started for their des- 
tinations laden, with the necessaries of 
the commissary,' or of front-line action, 
the Hun would open with his batteries 
on the lines o£ communication. The 
driver felt his way along the black 
roads with no light of his own or of 
another to guide him, not knowing at 
what moment a dropping shell would 
bring death to him and destruction to 
his charge. 


Heroism of the Truck Drivers. 


It. Is the testimony of soldiers all 


along the front that the truck drivers 
thought more of the safety of the mu- 
nitions and the food intrusted to them 
than they did of their lives. 
They 


knew that the men at the front were 
depending upon them to do their full 
duty and to get there though hell broke 
along the way. . 


Nerves were unknown to the army 


truck drivers at the front. 
A shell 


dropping into or near a truck load of 
high explosives meant that of the load 
and the driver nothing'again would be 
seen. 
It did not mean deatli merely 


for the man on tho seat, but It meant 
that of him no fragment would remain 
for the burial, the flag and the firing 
party. 


The truck drivers, .especially those 


who were piloting loads of high explo- 
sives, were more or less fatalists. Oc- 
casionally nn attempt would be made, 
to' stop them because of particularly 
heavy shelling along one sector of the 
way. Some of the men refused to be 
stopped, for their thought was "this 
stuff must get there." and it either did 
got there or the driver died. 


Some of the drivers of the Indis- 


pensable trucks with their indispen- 
sable loads have been given medals 
tor their high-service. It is necessary 
when a medal is given that the deed of 
>he recipient shall have been attested 
uy witnesses. It is certain that huu- 
dreds of devoted drivers did things 
deserving of the highest recognition 
that the government can give, and yet, 
because their,deeds were unseen and 
unattested,' they must go along through 
life with no outward and visible evi- 
dences of their heroism, but. must eon- 
vent themselves with the inward satis- 
faction which always is that of a man 
who did his duty. 


Return to Civil Life Not Easy. 


In congress every day during the 


vinter some one or other had some- 
thing to say about the economic and 
industrial readjustments necessary be- 
cause of the'effects of war. No one 
had anything to say about mental re- 
adjustments, but that they are neces- 
sary before some millions of men and 
women settle down to the proper equN 
librlum of life no one ia Washington 
seems to deny. 


Possibly It Is more marked In the 


capital of tiie nation thnn elsewhere. 
but the men and women here of th« 
civilian population seem to be "float- 
ing mentally." 
What Is so marked in 


the men and women in civilian attire 
here is ten times more strongly mark- 
ed In the men and women in uniform 
who have seen actual service. 
It must 


be remembered 
that 
many women 


donned 'nurses' or canteen workers' 
garb and served abroad. 


It probably will not take n long time 


to restore the warriors and workers to 
their n.ormal condition, but today the 
men nn'd women of Washington who 
have engaged In war work at home are 
wondering what they are going to do 
next, and are certain that they musr. 
do something in the future that is 
more strenuous and more useful than 
anything they did prior to the outbreak 
of the war. 


All Wish to Keep Busy. 


Organizations of men and women 


here are casting about for new fields 
of endeavor. 
It was only the other 


day that 600 women met at a big din- 
ner party to discuss what their sex 
must do'to keep all of its members 
usefully employed for the years to 
come in the odd hours which can be 
spared from the duties of household or 
business, that is, business for those 


women who ure actively engaged 
It in some capacity or other. 


The soldiers, officers : and ciiHstvl ^ 


men. who nre arriving ip Washington 
from the other side nre afflicted, if nf 
fliction Is. the'right word, with the^de-- 
sire to continue "to.get a move ou." If 
one dared use the Hiln expression, 
even in translation, this -would be 
called wanderlust. 
Every soldier who 


saw service abroad has it. and hun- 
dreds of thousands of those who sa-v 
service only in the camps of the United 
States have It. 


I met a brigadier general of the 


United States army on the street a day 
or two ago. 
The last time I had seen 


him was on the edge of the Argonn-j 
forest iu eauly November last, where 
he was in, command of his brigade. 
When I met him in Washington 1 
asked him how he felt. 


;'We!l," he said, "I feel as if I must 


do something. 
I cannot stand stil! 


Last night in my dreams I clirobad 
Mount Fiiucom again and this-morn- 
ing I feel as if I should like to repea: 
the operation in reality." 


I have asked soldier after soldier 


how it affected him to get back into 
the humdrum of American life, or rath- 
er to get back into the approaches 
to such a life, for many of these sol- 
diers are still undischarged.

their answers one knows that they 
all feel a's if they must "hike" some- 
where or throw a few hand grenades 
in order to work off the surplus en- 
ergy which was stored up on the 
Meuse, in the Argonne or on the 
Vesle.

Taking Magazine Men to the Front. 
I went to-France in the early sum- 


mer of IMS as a major in the gas 
aud flame service. In France I was 
assigned to duties which for a con- 
siderable time detached me from ac- 
tive participation in anything which 
the gas service was doing. One day 
orders came from Chaumont detail- 
ing me to the work of taking a party 
of American magazine editors to tho 
front north of St. Mihiel. 


Among the visiting magazine editors 


were Edward W. Bok, editor of the 
Ladies' Home Journal; Ellcry Sedg- 
wick, editor of thc Atlantic Monthly: 
Charles Hanson Towne, editor of Mc- 
Clure's Magazine; Dr. Albert Shaw, 
editor of the American Review of Re- 
views, and Alfred" Holmun, editor ol 
the San Francisco.Argonaut. 
-There 


were two newspaper men in the part) 
Lucius W. Nieman of the Milwaukee 
Journal and F. W. Kellogg of the San 
Francisco Call. 
It was quickly discovered that edi- 


tors of magazines are Just as keen for 
news and impressions .as any reporter 
in this land of ours. They insisted on 
getting into the details of everything 
and in three days they must have 
secured material enough for 
scores 


upon scores of articles. 
They saw 


everything in that part of the Ameri- 
can sector which they visited, from 
the birthplace o£ Joan of Arc at Dom- 
remy to Hntton-C-hatel 
from 
which 


they viewed the artillery battle be- 
tween the Americans and the Huns.
